McGowan, the Labor Premier of New

Mr. McGowan was born at sea when 
his parents were about three weeks’ 
sail from Melbourne, on.

Premier has no sensational chapters,

CHINA’S OPIUM EVIL. 
it Will Take Seven More. Years te 
Wipe It Out Completely. 

The opium agreement recently sign 
ed at Peking by Sir John Jordan for 
England and the Wai-pu-pu for China 
promises the certain extinction of the 
traffic within seven years. It starts 
out by recognizing the good faith with 
which China bas endeavored since 1907 
to reduce the production of the drug 
within the empire, and the first cove- 
nant is that for the next seven years 
It shall continue the decrease in the 
Same ratio that the annua! import 
from India is diminished. 

Great Britain agrees that no opium 
shall be conveyed from tndia to any 
province of China which has effective- 
ly suppressed the cultivation of the 
poppy. ‘he entire export of opium 
from India sball cease in tess than sev: 
en years if proof be given that the 
home production oas entirely ceased 
in China. 

The other provisions of the agree- 
ment provide for administrative de 
tails, including official inspection in 
each country. Great Britain consents 
aiso to an increase of duty to 350 taels 
a chest on imports, provided that an 
equivalent excise tax be placed on do 
‘mestic opium in China, The anoual 
reduction of the indian exports is now 
about 5,100 chests, but it is to be even 
greater in 1912, 1913 and 1914. 

A loss of revenue of at least £3,000, 
000, or $15,000,000, is on the surface 
involved to india from the loss of the 
imports on the trade.. This may have 
to be met in part by a contribution 
from the Sritish imperial treasury 
But in parliament recentiy Ondersec 
retary Montagu of the Indian oftice ip- 
timated that some other way might be 
found of meeting the deticiency.—New 
York Sun. 


Electrocuted Eggs. 

It 4s possibie that the peculiar taste 
of a cold storage egg. which is some 
thing not easy to mistake, may be re 
moved if experiments now being made 


ful. Says the Inventive Age: “It is 
claimed that when fresh eggs are 
Placed in cold storage the eggs are 
alive, that they are slowly frozen to 
death and that ip spite of the preser- 
vation qualities of the ice the eggs do 
not taste good when cooked. It is now 
believed that by electrocuting the eggs 
the natural fresh taste may be retain- 
ed and not removed when the eggs are 
placed in cold storage. The eggs are 
‘killed’ by piacing a meta! cap on each 
end of the egg and then throwing on a 
pressure’ of 600 voits.”

fre tender. A poorly fitting collar is 
sure to cause its full share of trouble. 
A xeod collar that fits well is a good 
investment. The use of many cheap. 
Poorly made cloth collars has nothing 
to commend itself. Many of our best 
horsemen will have nothing but a 
leather collar on their draft horses. Be 
Sure that the collars are clean each 
morning when the horses go to the 
field, and‘ after they bave worked a 
few hours it is a good plan to lift them 
up a little and clean them again. Bath- 
ing the shoulders at night is an excel- 
lent practice. Some teamsters I know 
always remove the harness during the 
moun ‘hour in order ‘to remove the 
Strain on the shoulders. Others ua- 
fasten the hames and throw the traces 


over the horses’ backs.. This may all ' 


Seem needless, but sore shoulders are 
very uncommon with these men. Pre- 
veution is far more easy than the 
treatment, and this is another mattef. 

Currying is an important factor in 
keeping any horse in condition. I have 
heard horsemen say a well groomed 
borse can be kept on one-half the feed 
required to keep one that is not well 
cared for in this respect. Clipping in 
the spring helps to make this easier, 
as it prevents the hair from forming in 
large bunches that are held together 
by the excess perspiration. I know’a 
teaming contractor. who would dis- 
eharge his men if he should get his 
band dirty by rubbing it over the backs 
of the teams. Currying at night is as 
esséntial as currying in the morning. 
Too much cannot be said about groom- 
ing. It-is not a simple*process of brusb- 
ing off the animal. You cannot do it 
in three minutes. Many well kept 
animals are thoroughly curried, then 
brushed with a jong fibered brush, cur- 
ried again and brushed with short, 
stiff bristles that are about as un- 
yielding as a board. Then they are 
again curried and run over with a 
cloth that is sometimes oiled, though 
the oil will sooner or later hurt the 
gloss of the bair. The last process is 
what many term a cleaning. Contrast 
that with an ordinary currying. 


Foot Rot In Sheep. 

Fouls in sheep, or foot rot, is in- 
Guced frequently by the victims wad- 
ing tn mud or other filth Dry hill- 
sides are the most bealthful places for 
sheep. The hoofs of each will have 
to be trimmed and carefully cleansed 
and dipped in a solution of sulphate of 
copper as hot as the hand will bear.

Insane In Hospitals. 

An increase of 78 in the total num- 
ber of inmates in the several hospitals 
or the insane in Ontario is shown in 
the 43rd annual report of the Inspec- 
tor of Prisons and Public Charities, 
just issued from the Provincial See- 
retary’s office. ‘he total number this 
year is 5,609, as against 5.531 last year, 
the proportions being 2,688 male and 
2,021 female. The accommodation in 
the hospitals is overtaxed by 100, and 
there are 164 applications on file for 
admission. ‘The total admissions dur- 
ing the year ending October 31, 1910, 
were 1,140, and those discharged num- 
bered 555. 

The revenue from all sources 
amounted to $311,146, $109,194 of this 
being from municipalities, $168,914 
from paying patients, $10,875 from 
farm and miscellaneous sources, and 
$22,162 was received from paying pa- 
tients in the hospitals: for deeble-mind- 
ed and epileptics. The secretary’s de- 
partment has acted as administrator 
of estates for nearly a thousand per- 
sons, the total capital represented be- 
ing more than $150,000.

He would prefer eight to 
twelve, as he figures that these grow 
more thriftily and give better results 
than a larger number. 5 


How to Cure Corns In Horses. 

Corns are caused by bad shoeing or 
from allowing the shoe to wear too 
long without reshoeing and also from 
having too much of the foot taken off. 
My remedy, by which I have never 
failed to effect a permanent cure, says 
W. J. Grand in the Michigan Farmer, 
is as follows: 1 

Have the shoes pulled off, the feet 
pared and then poulticed until they 
are as soft as jelly. Get your knife 
again, cut the corns down to the 
quick, extract the score of corns by 
means of a pair of ‘small pincers and 
they apply spirits of salts to eat away 
any remnants of the corn which may 
remain. 

By this time the- foot has been so 
much reduced that time must be al- 
lowed for a new growth of the foot, 
which may be satisfactorily and 


quickly attained by placing the foot: 


of the patient in blue clay for three 
weeks, or more if necessary. If these 
directions are followed a new foot 
and a permanent cure will be the-re- 
sult, and although it takes time you 
should remember that anything worth 
having is worth waiting for. Rubber 
pads and bar shoes will help a horse 
temporarily only, but will keep him 
going in a cramped way. But if you 
are impatient you can take your choice 
between quickness and thoroughness. 


Place For the Separator. 
Just where to piace a cream separa- 
tor for convenient use is sometimes a 
question. Convenience requires that 


the place be in or near the barn, 


though it is sometimes placed in the 
kitchen or some portion of the home 
building. A room with cement floor 
and plastered walls ean be censtruct- 
ed in some part of the barn where it 
will be convenient and more sanitary 
than if placed in the kitchen or in 
any open portion of the barn where 
it is likely to be affected by dust and 
odors. ‘his room should have a water 
system and proper drainage so that it 
may be kept clean and swept all the 
time. Ihe work necessary in prepar- 
ing this room is not expensive nor does 


it require expert help, but such a room | 


in some locality is absolutely necessary 
for the production of clean milk prod- 
ucts and in lessening the work of the 
dairy. Care in handling the milk and 
plenty of mot water in cieaning the 
vessels will remove very many of the 
criticisms that are made against the 


‘| farm dairyman. 


Ration For Growing Pigs. 

A good ration might be made by 
using two pasts by wetght of corn and 
One part each of ground rye, ground 
oats and oilmeal. For little pigs the 
oats should be ground fine enough so 
that the bull is reduced to a meal If 
this cannot be done it would be better 
to sift the bulls out for a time after 
weaning. All of the ground feeds 
would be better if they could be 
ground fine. The pigs should not be 
fed as much of this mixture as they 
will eat, but should be fed rather 
limited quantities up to five or six 
months of age. After six months of 
age, if the pigs are to be fed for mar- 
Ket, the otlmea! might be omttted. 


The Profitable Dairy Cow.

CHOOSING WALL PAPER. 


Its Light Reflecting Qualities Should 
Be Considered. 

No paper reflects all the light which 
falls on it, but the brightest of all 
papers would be white blotting paper, 
if that were allowable on the walls. 
White blotting puper reflects four- 
fifths of the Hight. The remaining fiftb 
it absorbs and renders useless. Ordi- 
nary foolseap ts less bright, swallow- 
ing three-tenths and reflecting only 
seven-tenths. 

Taking these as the brightest pos- 
sible papers, we can see how a room 
may be treated so as to be cheerfully 
luminous or as gloomy as a prison. 
The range is so great that we can 
make the walls of one room fourteen 
to sixteen times darker than another, 
although the same amount of light 
enters both. 

The brightest wall paper is the white 
figured, while white and goid 1s almost 
as effective in throwing back the light 
falling on It. 

it may be taken as reflecting nearly 
seven-tenths. Next comes chrome yel- 


low paper, which reflects six-tenths, 
and this ts followed closely by orange 
paper, reflecting five-tenths of the 
light. 
Yellow wall paper and yellow paint-

The Cape Hunting Dog. 


The Cape hunting dog, like the 
dhole, the wild red dog of India, by 
its habits, provides a very conclusive 
proof that the forming of packs for 
the purpose of huuting is not a hu- 
man inventivn, but is simply the utili- 
zation of a natural instinct amongst 
dogs in their wild state. 

There can be no doubt that if human 
beings were to disappear from’ a coun- 
try possessing domesticated dogs and 
wild animals, the dogs would in course 
of time pack togetuer and hunt on 
their own account, The Cape hunt- 
ing dog, like tne- Australian dingo, 
although it.may be brought to some 
extent under human control, cannot 
be relied upon, and it is very unlike- 
ly that its passiou for attacking sheep 
could ever be transformed into the 
habit of guardianship of flocks and 
aerds, 

It is very rarely that an animal 
marked down by a pack of. these 
hunting dogs escapes. They are swift 
and persistent in their ferocity, and 
those who have seen them in the 
chase tell remarkable stories of ‘the 
intelligence which they display, an in- 
telligence which can be understood 
when one sees their finely shaped 
heads. They draw the covers in per- 
fect style, and it is said that some of 
the swiftest members of the pack sta- 
tion on the probable line of the hunt, 
the direction of the run being evident- 
ly caleulated with a keen knowledge otf 
woodcrait worthy of a veteran hunts- 
man, 

The power of the hunting-dog’s jaw 
i3 great, and the sw.ft spring, and the 
snapping bite, soon seal the fate ot 
the victim. 

In color the Cape hunting dog is 
reddish or yellowish brown marked 
irregularly with black and _ white 
patches, and the nose and muzzle are 
black.—Westminster Gazette. 


Barbers’ Poles. 


Anciently barbers were surgeons, 
especially in cuses of bleeding. To 
assist this operation the patient 
used to grasp a staff or pole, which 
was dlways kept near the barber 
surgeon. To this staff was tied a 
tape, which was used in bandaging 
the patient’s arm. When not in use 
the pole was hung outside as a sign 
of the work performed’ inside. Later 
a stick painted to represent the pole 
was left in the doorway. At first sur- 
geons’ poles were painted with red 
and white stripes, with a brass knob 
or basin at the end, while mere bar- 
bers were required to have them 
white and blue.
